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Ottawa, March 13. — The members of 
the special committee appointed to 
investigate the alleged lumber combine 
In British Columbia Started to take 
evidence today, but with an evidently 
preconceived Idea that a combine ex- 
lslod. A. B, Watts, of the Wattsburg 
Lumber Co., put some pertinont 
questions to the different witnesses. 
All that the latter could demonstrate 
was that local associations of retailors 
existed In the prairie provinces to 
ugroe on an uniform price. J. W. Me- 
Nlchol, of Lethbrldge. said there had 
been three advances in prices last 
year, aggregating four dollars per 
thousand, but ho believed this was due 
to the Increased cost of production in 
British Columbia. He said his firm 
was refused lumber by British Colum- 
bia manufacturers In 11)04, but not 
since then. 

S. A. O'Brien, of Strathconn, was the 
next witness. He said he had been In 
the retail lumber business since 1900. 
He bought lumber from the Brunette 
mills, at Sapporton, and had never 
been refused supplies by the British 
Columbia manufacturers. Replying to 
later questions, the witness said 'that 
for a time lie had gone out of business 
and been a traveler for the Brunctto 
mills. Ho never received any definite 
instructions as to whom he should -sell 
to. Replying to Mr. Lancaster, wit- 
ness said lie had a list of the western 
retail lumbermen's association, and 
sold to Its members. He went to no 
town where no member was in busi- 
ness. Ho had been in business in 
Strathcona tor three years. There 
were three other dea lors in the town. 
They met together from time to Umo 
to arrange prices as a guidance. He 
admitted thoro was a general price 
list in existence in British Columbia. 
On dimension timber there was a dif- 
ference of 52 a thousand In favor of 
the mountain mills. Ho knew nothing 
of a general Increase in prices a year 
ago, but ho could say that since ho 
began in Strathcona three years ago 
the price hud gone up $5.50 a thou- 
sand. Referring to tliu local associa- 
tion In Strathcona, he admitted the 
object was to llx prices. Under great 
pressure witness admitted there was 
understanding tli.it no dealer 
should sell below thoso prices. The 
arrangement as to prices also covered 
Edmonton, there being nine dealer

Toulon, March 13. — The efforts to re- 
cover tho bodies of Hiose killed by the 
explosion on board the battleship Jena 
here yesterday, which have been con- 
ducted with energy for twenty-four 
hours, have not yet resulted In fixing 
definitely tho number of casualltius, 
but after tho lust roll call tonight 
thoro wore still unaccounted for eight 
officers and one hundred and ton men. 
There Is little doubt that all the miss- 
ing men perished. The roll call wau 
upplied to tho crow of Jena, but as 
it is believed that some twelve to 111' 
teen arHenal hands wore engaged on 
board tho battleship at the time of 
the explosion it Is feared that the 
total number of dead will reach 120. 

All day long weeping mothers and 
wives and other relatives of the miss- 
ing men thronged tho approaches to 
the hospitals, hoping against hopt 
that their loved ones were still alive, 
and eagerly scanning the stretchers 
that were brought In. Fifty bodies 
wero recovered during tho day, but 
only twelvo of thorn could be recog- 
nised. The remainder were formless 
masses uf charred llesh. After tho 
roll call, Minister of Marino Thomp- 
son reviewed the survivors and ad- 
dressed a few touching words to them, 
after which the men who were en- 
gaged In searching the vessel returned 
to their task, at which they will work 
all night. 

A correspondent of the Associated 
Press today board the Jena during the 
search for bodies. Tho fighting tops 
ware bent over, there was an enor- 
mous breach amidships, and on the 
port side a hole about eighteen feet 
lung and twelve foot high. Amid 
steel plates, rails and displaced! 
stanchions, tho correspondent saw a 
Heap of burned llesh, bones and twist- 
ed limbs, all that remained of thirty 
bodies taken from tho after turret. On 
one of the momberless trunks was a 
still going.

The prosecuting attorney found his 
opportunity to attack Thaw and Evo- 
ly nNesbit In arguing on the question 
of the admissibility of the testimony 
of Abraham Hummell. a lawyer who 
in I is under Indictment for subornation of 



perjury in the Dodge- Morse divorce 
case. 

It was to enable Delmas, leading 
counsel for the defence, to consult 
authorities and frame a reply to Mr. 
Jerome, and to allow the latter an 
opportunity of completing the hypo- 
thetical questions which ho is to put 
to hlo experts, that the early adjourn- 
ment was offered. Mr. Jerome de- 
clared that the people hope to closo 
their rebuttal case tomorrow' evening. 

During his argument today the dis- 
trict attorney took, for tho first time 
since the case began, a sustained ora- 
torical tone. He asserted that Hum- 
mell would swear that Evelyn Nesblt 
told him threo' days after her return 
from Europe, in 11)03, that Thaw had 
beaten her cruelly because she would 
not sign papers Ik- had prepared, 
falsely accusing White of having 
drugged and betrayed her. Mr. Jer- 
ome contended that she had told much 
more; that Thaw seemed bent upon 
putting White in the penitentiary; 
that the statement that White had 
betrayed her was not tine; that Stan- 
ford White had never harmed her; 
and that Thaw was consumed with 
rage when she refused to sign und 
swear to the papers containing "lies 
against Stanford White." 

"These things wore pot in the form 
of an affidavit," declared Mr. Jerome, 
"ami that affidavit was subscribed lo 
by Evelyn Nesblt when she knew what 
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absolutely lmposslbla to Identify any 
of tr.e dfad. The bodies of several 
suffocated sailors were found between 
decks and brought ashore. At times 
tho horrible fumes from the Interior 
of tho vessel drove the searchers back 
on deck, and eventually they had to 
postpone further efforts to reach tho 
magazine between decks. Many of the 
wounded are likely to succumb. 

Tho minister of marine upon his ar- 
rival here consulted with tho port ad- 
miral, after which he proceeded to 
the scene of the disaster. All around 
the Mlsslesy drydock were strewn 
pioces of sholls, nnd the store shods 
and other bulidlngH were pierced in 
many places. Fire hose played all 
night on the unsubmorged portions of 
the battleship, whose interior was 
completely flooded. The after part of 
the battleship Is destroyed. The of- 
ficers' cabins are in ruins. One of tho 
officers who escaped said that Admiral 
Manceron owed his life to the fact 
that the ports of his cabin were open, 
thus permitting the suffocating gases 
to escape.

This stage Is six feet over danger 
mark, ami will Inundate tho lower por- 
tions of tho city. Reports from up- 
river points are alarming. A great 
part of many towns In tho Monon- 
gahela valley are submerged, and many 
persons narrowly escaped with thel» 
lives. Tho damage is heavy. Tonight 
it is raining heavily over all west- 
ern Pennsylvania and West Virginia. 

Basements have been Hooded, de- 
stroying thousands of dollars' worth 
of perishable goods. Tho bridgo at 
Htrniersvllle collapsed, precipitating a 
fro'gh*. train Into the water and 
drowning three trainmen. Residents 
In the tifoded districts wero rescued 
fnm their homes in skiffs, and thou- 
sands cf men are idle, owing to tho 
suspension In coul mines along the 
rivers. 

Swept with terrific force by tho 
swollen current against a pier .at Glen 
Osborne, tho tow boat Cruiser was 
wrecked and sunk tonight. The thir- 
teen members of tho crew took to 
yawls. One yawl capsized and two 
men wero drowned, and two others 
wero rescued almost frozen after they 
had been in tho water an hour.

Legislation of Interest to Men 
Engaged in Packing 
Salmon 



PROCEEDINGS IN THE LEGISLATURE 



House in Committee of the Whole 
Deals With Important Questions — 
Minister Takes Soat 



The consideration of the Assessment 
act in committee and the formal In- 
troduction of Hon. H. B. Young, pro- 
vincial socreary, by Premier MeBrlde 
and Hon. R. g." Tatlow, Immediately 
after the announcement by the clerk 
of the house of his re-election as rep- 
resentative of the Atltn district, were 
the principal matters before the pro- 
vincial legislature yesterday. The pro- 
ceedings were opened by an unusual- 
ly large number of petitions. Follow- 
ing these was a report from the pri- 
vate bills committee, which held a 
meeting in the morning, announcing 
the extension of the time limit for the 
presentation of private bills from 
March 1G, as bulletined, until the 22nA. 
There were the usual questions, after 
which the house went Into committee 
of the whole with Price Ellison In the 
chair. 

The Interpretation Act 

"An act to amend the Legal Inter- 
pretation net," was the first hill dealt 
with. It went through this stage With 
little dissension, the only amendments 
introduced coming from the member 
for Yale. For the most part these 
were acceptable to the attorney gener- 
al and, accordingly, were incorporated 
in the measure. On the Assessment 
act, however, there was a long drawn 
out debate. It started by the intro- 
duction of two amendments. The first 
of these was submitted by J. H, 
Hawthornthwaite. It proposed that 
after the word "thereof," In the fourth 
line of section 2 of the bill 
"An act to amend the Assessment Act 
F.I03," should be added a clause to the 
effect that two-fifths of one per cent 
should be the tax levied upon real es- 
tate assessed at $2,000 and under. 

On the order paper, H. ('. Brewster 
was down to introduce another amend- 
ment reading as follows: 

"Section -1 of chapter 53 of the stat- 
utes of 1903-4 Is hereby amended by 
adding the following words as sub- 
section (32): 

"(32.) All permanent improvements 
up to the value of one thou- 
sand dollars made on lands 
used for agricultural pur- 
poses." 

And to re-number the other sections 
of the bill. 

This, it was provided, should replace 
section 2 of the Amendment act. Its 
object was much the same as the for- 
mer, namely, to reduce the taxation 



The first bill taken up was that en- 
titled "An Act to Amend tho 'Inter 
protatlon Act." It is a measure pure 
ly technical In character, the amend 
ments .being copies of tho Dominion 
act, which, In turn, were taken from 
the Imperial Act of 1S90. The attor- 
ney general has sought to make clear 
certain statutes. in the consideration 
of the bill in committee Stuart Hen 
dcrson Introduced further amendments 
with the same object in view which, 
as stated, were accepted, with one or 
two exceptions, by the attorney gen 
eral. As a rosult' of the amendments 
Introduced the construction of certain 
statutes will be minimized, and, there- 
fore, the government's action receives 
tho commendation of members of the 
legal profession. 

Assessment Act 
Tho bill entitled "An act to amend 
tho Assessment Act 1903," was then 
Introduced. The first clauses having 
been read, Mr. Hawthornthwalto In- 
troduced his amendment to section 2 
providing that the taxation upon real 
es ato should bo reduced to two-fifths 
of 1 per cent upon that having an as- 
sessed value of $2,000 and under. 
Thereupon ensued a long and some- 
what acrimonious debate as to wheth- 
er Mr. Hawthnrnthwalte's amendment 
should take precedence over that of 
Air. Brewster. Mr. Hawthornthwaite 
upheld his claims in brief but char- 
acteristically forceful addresses and 
Mr. Brewster explained that owing, 
doubtless, to his inexperience In par- 
liamentary procedure he had allowed 
the proper time for the submittal of 
his motfon to pass. Tile chairman, 
finally gave a decision In favor of the 
member for Nanalmo. Mr. Oliver ob- 
jected to this and, after detailing the 
ground for his contention introduced 
an amendment to Hie amendment pro- 
posed by Mr. Hawthornthwaite con- 
templating a. reduction of taxation to 
two-fifths of 1 per emit upon all 
"agricultural" lands of an assessed 
value of $2,nu0 and under. He ex- 
plained that the only difference in his 
amendment was that it effected only 
agricultural lands. In Introducing this 
he wished it understood that he was 
not opposed to Mr. Hawthornthwalto's 
motion and would only press it in the 
event of that fathered by member for 
Nanalma being voted down. He took 
the stand, however, that Mr. Brewster 
was entitled to have his motion given 
first consideration and expressed the 
wish that if the chairman maintained 
the ruling ho had announced, an ap- 
peal should be made to the speaker. 
Upon a division being taken upon 

the latter point, Mr. Hawthornth- 

cnti'tiedl walte's contention was upheld by a 
large majority. 

Finance Minister's Stand 
The Finance Minister was sorry the 
amendment could not be accepted. He 
had sttited that tho taxation hud been 
reduced as far as possible. In hla 
opinion what would be asked under 
the amended act was not too much to 
ask from those, who were enjoying the 
privileges accordod those residing in 
the country. . . ' . 

Mr. Hawthornthwaite referred to the 
necessity in 1903 for raising the taxes. 
Since then the revenue had Increased 
to a material extent. This was so 
far truo that there was a surplus — one 
which was constantly Increasing. He, 
as a "representative of the opposition 
in the House, was of the opinion that 
the government should redeem its 
promise in regard to reducing the bur- 
den upon the poople with the Improve- 
ment o fconditions. What good was 
Txrv,iio Mr 'a surplus in tho trensury? It could

Taxation of Canneries 

Immediately after this matter was 
disposed of the finance minister intro- 
duced a number of sub-sections to be 
added to section 4 of the Amendment 
act Those deal with the assessment 
on canneries. Briefly they propose 
that the personal property of a one- 
line cannory shall be assessed In one 
sum at the value of $10,000; a two- 
line cannery at the value of $15,000; 
a three line cannery at the value of 
$22,500, and a four-line cannory at the 
value of $30,000, and if any cannery 
be established having a greater cap- 
aclty than four lines then tho assessed 
value shall be Increased $10,000 tor 
each additional line above four. The 
term 'one-line cannory" shall mean 
and include a cannery where the op- 
erating machinery Is used in one. con- 
tinuous and complete process. And so 
"two-lino" shall mean when there are 
two complete processes and so forth. 
There was some objection on the part 
of Mr. Hawthornthwaite in particular 
that these Important sections should 
have been Introduced without formal 

notice. However, it was Anally agreed! was increasing accordingly, 
that they should be printed in their 
place in the bill, It being understood 
that every opportunity would be given 
members for their consideration.

Therefore he hoped that the honorable 
minister would withdraw his request 
that the amendment should be voted 
down. 

Mr. MicPhilllps though! all would 
agree that there should be a reduction 
In taxation. Personally he would be 
glad to see tho arrival of the time 
when the burden could be altogether 
removed. The amendments proposed, 
however, wont as far as could bo 
undertaken along tho line of reduction 
at present. Therefor.' he thought the 
defeat of the measure would be wise. 

Mr. Hawthornthwaite replied to the 
attacks made upon his amendments. 
Speaking of the proposal Introduced 
by Mr. Oliver, lie pointed out. that II 
was not advisable that, thero should 
bo any limitation to the scope of the 
reduction upon small farms which he 
had In mind in Ills resolution. He 
thought by excluding the reduction lo 
purely agricultural lands, those resi- 
dents of cities — people employed In 
mines, factories, etc. — who held small 
parcels of partially cleared property In 
tho country were excluded from the 
benefits. 

Mr. Oliver, replying, contended that 
there was Utile In the arguments of 
the preceding speaker. However, ho 
would support Mr. Hawthornthwalto's 



amendment, belloving it to be a move 
In the right direction. - 
Amendments Lost 

The amendment to the amendment- 
Mr. Oliver's motion— was lost. Mr. 
Hawthornthwalto's amendment was 
voted down also, a division being 
tuken, as follows: Noes, 21; ayes, 11. 
Sub-sections Introduced 
In the consideration of Section i the 
Minister of Finance announced that 
he had some sub-sections which he 
wished to add. He explained that 
they related principally to the assess- 
ments upon canneries. On Tuesday 
he had referred to tho matter. He 
would read tho sub-sections and would 
suggest that the entire Section 4 should 
stand over In order that the House 
should have every opportunity to look 
Into the proposal. 

Mr. Hawthornthwaite objected. He 
did not see why this legislation should 
bo "railroaded" through. It was ills 
opinion that the usual notice should 
be recorded. 

The objection of the member for 
Nanalmo bolng overruled, tho Finance 
Minister road the proposed additional 
amendments as follows: 

The owner of every salmon cannery 
within the province shall In addition 
to tho taxes Imposed by this act on 
real property, personal property other 
than salmon and income, be taxed at 
the rate of 2 cents 011 each case of 
salmon packed by him during the year 
ending the 31st of December, and In 
addition to such a tax 1 per cent on 
the total price for which any salmon 
other than canned salmon has been 
sold by him during said 'year. The 
total pack of canned salmon and of 
salmon other than canned salmon for 
tlie year ending 190C shall be taken 
as the basis of assessment and taxa- 
tion for (lie year 1907 and thereafter 
a similar principle shall be adopted 
by taking the total pack of canned or 
other salmon for the year preceding 
the date of assessment as the basis of 
assessment and taxation for the cur- 
rent years assessment roll or supple- 
mentary roll for said year. The own- 
er of every salmon cannery shall not 
later than the 31st day of January in 
every year, furnish to the assessor a 
return on a form to be supplied by 
the assessor showing the total number 
of cases of salmon packed by him for 
the year ending immediately pre- 
ceding 31st day of December together 
with the number or quantity of sal-; g 
mon sold or marketed by him under j ¥ 
any other processes than canning 1 g 
(such as freezing, curing or pickling) 5 
and the prices for which tho same O 
were sold or marketed. § 

The personal property other than V 
salmon of every salmon cannery, lia- £ 
ble to assessment under this act, shall | 
include machinery, scores goods and 
other chattels usually employed by and 
found at salmon canneries or used In 
connection with the trade- of salmon 
canning or of preparing and convert- 
ing the natural salmon into any article 
of commerce whether by canning, 
freezing, curing or plcklirfg or by any 
other process, and such personal prop- 
erty shall be assessed' In one sum at 
the following fixed' and ' specified 
amounts; For each cannery as the 
same may respectively be applicable 
to each cannory, the personal prop- 
erty of a one-line cannery shall be as- 
sessed In dn„ sum at tho value of 
$10,000; a two-line cannery at the 
value of $15,000; a three-line cannery 
at the value of $22,500; and a four- 
line cannery at the value of $30,000 
and If any cannery skull be estab- 
lished having a greater capacity of 
four lines then the assessed value 
shall be increased $10,000 for eac,h ad- 
dition lines above four lines. 

The term salmon in this section shall 
includo all sorts and classes of fish 
usually known and described by lhe 
trade name of Sockeyes, Red and 
White Springs, Humpbacks, Dog sal- 
mon and Steel-heads, and the term 
one-lino cannery shall mean and In- 
clude a cannery where the operating 
machinery Is used in one continuous 
and complete process for the purpose 
of converting the natural salmon Into 
canned salmon or salmon otherwise 
prepared for the market as an article 
of commerce and similarly the term 
two-line, three-line, or four-line can- 
nery shall mean and Include canner- 
ies where a double, treble, or quad- 
ruple plant Is operateil to produce 
canned or prepared salmon for the 
market by similar continuous and 
complete processes. 

The taxes payable under this sec- 
tion shall be subject to all the pro- 
visions of tills act with regard lo tiie 
due rate collection and proceedings for 
recovery of the other taxes Imposed! 
by this act and as the assessment of 
the personal property of the owners 
of salmon canneries has been fixed by 
assessment roll for the year 1907 on] 
principle different from that set forth 
in the preceding sections the assessor 
is authorized lo cancel such assess- 
ment and to correct the said roll in I 
accordance herewith and to send cor- 1 
rocted notices of assessment to earhl 
of the said owners and the assessment 
shown duo on each of said corrected 
notices shall lie the tax payable for' 
the year 1907 and no appeal against 
such corrected assessment and tax for 
said year shall bo allowed. 

A general discussion ensued, In the 
course of which it was suggested that 
the proposed amendments should be 
printed In the bill and the portion 
effected allowed to stand over for con- 
sideration. This view was taken by 
the minister of finance and by 
leader of the opposition. 

Stuart Henderson argued that 
principle of taxation proposed bj 
sub-sections brought down by tho 
minister of finance was entirely at 
variance with thnt governing tlm act 
throughout. Therefore, he contended 
that tho only proper way in which it 
could be introduced was by message 
from the lieutenant-governor. 

Mr. Oliver endorsed this point. 

It was decided, finally, upon motion 
that the sub-sections brought down by 
the finance minister should be in- 
cluded in the bill upon the under- 
standing that their consideration 
should lie permitted in the future. 
Levios Upon Banks 

Upon tho clause providing for a 
minimum taxation of $1,000 upon 
banks operating in British Columbia, 
the lender of the opposition asked for 
an explanation. ITe contended that it 
was a departure from tne usual pro- 
cedure in taxation. It might be that 
a bank, unfortunate enough to have 
no income, would have to pay a some- 
what heavy sum to the treasury. 

Responding, the finance minister re- 
ferred to tlie .djlUp.tjlty J;ij securing „a;i 
equitable levy upon these Institutions. 
In many instances tlie returns were 
not. an accurate guage of the particu- 
lar bank's business. Thus it was ex- 
ceedingly difficult to obtain u proper 
basis for taxation. " , * 

The leader of tho opposition argued 
that the principle proposed was 
wrong. It was legislation, to his mind, 
bearing heavily upon the small banks. 
It, was discrimination against the lat- 
ter In favor of tho larger establish- 
ments. , 

The member for Richmond pointed 
out that tlie finance minister did not 
chnrgo the banks with fraud In mak- 
ing returns. In the past some of the 
latter had been able to escape the pay- 
ment of the amount which the govern-

Tho ratification of a number of 
license transfers was the only business 
before tho board of licensing commls 
sloners at the regular quarterly meet 
lug of that body held in the police- 
court at the city hall yesterday after- 
noon. Seven applications for transfers 
were made, and all were granted. 
Matters progressed smoothly, and only 
once was there anything In the nature 
of a hitch. 

This occurred when the application 
for the transfer of the license of the 
Tourist cafe came up for considera- 
tion. This license has been acquired 
by John Abernethy Wallls, a recent 
arrival in the city, and application 
was made for its formal transfer from 
Robert Jackson, the present holder, to 
the purchaser. When the matter came 
up, thu ■ mayor called Mr. Wallis' 
attention to the fact that there had In 
the past been some trouble concerning 
a certain bacic-aoor on the premises, 
and wished him to promise that In 
future the entrance should not be used 
for admitting customers, but only for 
getting in supplies. 

Air. Wallis demurred, stating that 
tho matter would require looking Into, 
and the mayor then inquired if he 
would be willing to submit to losing 
tile license should two charges for 
illegal traffic at the said door ever be 
proved against him. H. D. Helmcken, 
who represented Mr. Wallis, pointed 
out that any such arrangement as this 
would bo merely an incentive to break 
tho law, and Mr. Wallis intimated that 
such an agreement would hardly be 
satisfactory to him. 

The mayor pointed out that Mr. 
Wallis might just as well agree not to 
uso the back door for tho entrance or 
austomers, for, said he, "there is a 
olause In the bylaw now before the 
council which will forbid all back-door 
truffle at any hours, and will allow 
only one entrance for customers. And 
that bylaw Is certainly going to pass," 
he assured Mr. Wallis. 

Mr. Wallis and his counsel, however, 
thought that the matter had better 
receive some further consideration, 
and it was decided to leave it in the 
hands of the mayor, the understanding 
being that there be un Informal meet- 
ing of the commissioners today. 

The licence of. the St. Francis hotel 
was transferred from E. Johnson to 
G. W. Weeks and A. F. Ro'.ph. 

A permit was Issued allowing the 
name of the London hotel to be 
changed to Atlantic. At the same 
time the license was transferred from 
Joseph P. Byrne to David Murray. 

Tho license of the King Edward ho- 
tel was changed from the name of 
Marion Peterson to that of Alfred 
Charles Hamilton. 

The license of the 'Victoria Theatre 
bur was transferred from Joseph IJos- 
cowltz to Donald C. McKinnon. It 
was also understood that hereafter it 
should be known as the Imperial bar. 

Tho name of tho Prltchard house 
was changed to the Manitoba bar, and 
at. the same time the license was 
transferred from Harry Pole to J. L. 
Wolfenden and W. A. Mlllington. 

The transfer of the license of King's 
Head saloon from Louis J. Quagllottl 
to Charles Banbury completed the 
business of the session. 

The mayor occupied the chair, and 
Joseph E. Phillips and Aid. Ross sat 
with him on tho bench constituting 
the full board of commissioners.

BIG MILL PROJECT. 

Eastern Syndicate Acquires a Large 
Timber Aroa on Main Land. 

J. D. Sullivan, for the prist four 
years chief cruiser and manager of 
ramps for Heaps & Co., has resigned 
his position with that company to take 
one with an eastern syndicate that has 
acquired a large timber acreage along 
the coast and which will erect a large 
mill not far from Vancouver, on the 
mainland, at a point that has not yet 
been given out, says the Vancouver 
World. The mill Is to he modeled 
somewhat after the one at Port Blake- 
ley,, with such improvements as ex- 
perience, has suggested.

THE LABOR QUESTION 



ENFORCEMENT OF 
LAWS 



FEDERAL 



The question of responsibility for 
the enforcement of federal laws has 
been up in Parliament, the discussion 
probably arising out of the provision 
in the Sunday Observance Law re- 
quiring the assent of the provincial 
attorney- general to be given before 
prosecutions can be instituted. The 
Mai] and Empire was the first to 
mention the matter in an article, which 
we reproduced, in which the extra- 
ordinary position was taken that ltj 
was wrong for the Dominion govern- 
ment to look to provincial officers to 
soe that federal laws w ere en forced. 1 
The Toronto puper seemed to be under 
the Impression that this was some- 
thing quite novel. It Is new to require 
that the provincial attorneys-gener 
shall assent to prosecution 
respective provinces, befoi 
ings can bo begun, but the adminis- 
tration of the criminal law has de- 
volved upon the local authorities ever 
since the establishment of Confedera- 
tion. The British North America Act, 
while giving the Dominion Parliament 
the right to legislate upon "the crim-| 
inal law, except the constitution of 
courts of criminal jurisdiction, but 
including the procedure in criminal 
cases," conferred upon the provinces 
Jurisdiction over "the administration 
of Justice in the province." As the 
Minister of Justice pointed out, when 
the question was brought up in Par- 
liament, this has been the rule for 
forty years and has worked very sat- 
isfactorily. The Leader of the Oppo- 
sition took the same view of the case, 
although he thought there were some 
matters, such as the administration of 
the alien laws, for the carrying out 
of which the Dominion might assume 
the responsibility. Sir Wilfrid Laurler 
sad that he thought the present sys- 
tem worked very well, and when the 
Houso divided upon the resolution to 
transfer the subject to the federal 
authorities many Conservatives joined 
with the Liberals in voting it down. 

Those who contend for the change 
seem to forget that the presont system 
is a part of the original compact of 
Confederation, and that before the law 
was passed, the representatives of the I 
several provinces discussed this very 
subject. The provision in the Sunday 
Observance Law is, as lias been saldi 
above, quite novel, and we do not 
think it ought to have been included 
in the Act, unless, as we believe, the 
Intention was to leave the application 
of the law to tlte several 
Wholly in the hands of the provincial 
legislatures. It' this was the idea, the 
provision is quite In harmony with it; 
if it was not, then a new duty, and 
that of a quasi-judicial nature, litis 
been cast upon the provincial officers, 
which is wrong and contrary to the 
spirit of the B. X. A. Act.

The Insurance Com- 
mission proposes that each conipnny unb- 
uilt a quarterly statement regarding stocks 
and securities purchased or sold, with the 
liar and market value of each and the rule 
of the dividend they pay. This h supple- 
mented by the recommendation of many 
drastic restrictions In regard to the invest- 
ment of Insurance funds In securities. While 
!t is possible for grave abuses to ariie In 
the investment of such funds, the dancer 
would bi> minimized by the publishing 
of the reports suggested, provided It were

FISH EXHIBIT 

Hatchery Display to Be Made at Royal 
City Fair 

New Westminster, March 13. — One 
of tho most attractive features of the 
New Westminster exhibition this year 
will be a fish hatchery exhibit, show- 
ing the development of sookoyes from 
the time the ova is placed in the 
hatcheries until the fish Is big enough 
to be turned loose. The exhibit will 
be under the supervision of Fishorie 
Inspector Sword, and in charge of Do 
Minion Government Hatcheries' In 
apector Cunningham, who will dem- 
onstrate the various stages through 
which the salmon passes before it 1 
ready for consumption. The exhibit 
is tho property of the Dominion gov- 
ernment, and it is practically 
ranged that it will be shipped here for 
the exhibition In a special car. Bo 
sides the evolution of the sockeyo, 
numerous other piscatorial specimens 
will be shown In the model hatchery, 
as well as members of the Crustacea 
family. This exhibit Is a most val- 
uable one, and has never been shown 
locally. A similar exhibit attracted 
a great deal of attention at the Port- 
land exhibition, the building where the 
modoi hatchery was shown being 
crowded from morning to night. A 
special building would have to be 
erected for this exhibit, and special 
arrangements made for trie distribu- 
tion of hot water throughout tho 
hatchery. 

Another special feature of tho ex- 
hibition will be the domestic science 
exhibit, which will be under tho super- 
vision of a competent lady instructor. 
The necessary household articles will 
be furnished by a prominent Cana- 
dian firm, and every ertort will be 
made to contribute to the success of 
this new departure.

Parties tendering must 
submit tlie style and size of proposed num- 
bers which must be not less than three 
Inches iu height, and made of pressed 
metal. 

Douglas street will be the base lino from 
south to north, and Fort street the base 
lino from west to east, nnd parties tender- 
ing will lie required to furnish a sketch 
plan showing how the numbers will work 
in with the base lines. The successful ten- 
derer will be required to enter Into a con- 
tra.:!: with the corporation for the duo 
performance of the work to the satisfac- 
tion of the city council, or their agent 
whom they may appoint.

With practically all tho sawmills in 
Portland either closed down entirely 
or badly crippled, the strikers and the 
millownors lire at a deadlock over the 
situation and unless a conference be- 
tween strikers and employers Is ar- 
ranged looking to u. settlement, the 
strike promises to spread to all mills 
on the. Coast, and paralyse the Indus- 
try, says the Portland Oregonlan of 
Th ursday. 

Organizer Yarrow says unless tho 
demands of -the strikers are granted 
every mill froin the Mexican border to 
Greenwood, B.C. will be closed. Ho 
threatens that tho loggers will also go 
out in this state, after which other in- 
dustries will bo tied up. 

"An injury to one is an Injury tn 
all," reads the motto of the Industrial 
Workers of the World, and Organizer 
Yarrow contends that all workers will 
stand together In the fight for what 
he says -Is u fair. division of the profits 
of labor. 

"We have not begun to play our 
hand," said ho last night. "The cards 
HavQ only been shuffled and our first 
card remains to be played. People have 
no idea of the strength of our organ- 
ization. We have surprising strength 
in all lines of labor. If necessary, we 
can bring the activities of tills Coast 
to a standstill and stop the wheels of 
industry." 

The mllowners are not receding In 
the least from their defiant stand and 
havo taken no steps to treat in any 
way with the strikers. O. P. Hoff, 
Labor Commissioner for Oregon, is In 
Portland, and is taking steps to bring 
about a conference between the two 
warring Interests, with a view to a 
settlement. He deplores the present 
condition and says it is ruinous to 
both sides. 

Should he be successful in bringing 
the strikers and mlllmen together for 
a conference It may be that the strike 
will be called off within a few days. 
If not, the strike leaders say it will 
spread to other Industries and other 
states until no one can tell where It 
will end.

Considerable interest has b/en 
aroused in the mass meeting which 
will be held tomorrow evening in the 
Labor hall, under, the auepices of the 
Trades and Labor council and the 
Victoria Laborers' Protective associa- 
tion. Matters of the greatest Interest 
to the working men of this city and 
province will lie discussed, and the 
attendance promises to bo large. 

Two subjects will be discussed in 
tlie course of the meeting, the labor 
shortage question, and the Immigra- 
tion policy of the provincla'l govern- 
ment, and on both the debate promises 
to be lively. 

As regards the first mentioned mat- 
ter, the speeches will be ulnn-d to- 
wards awakening the working men of 
the city to the necessity for an open 
investigation into the conditions gov- 
erning th o shortage of labor in this 
province at the present time. At a 
meeting of the Victoria Laborers' 
Protective association held some weeks 
ago, a resolution was passed urging 
that the Investigation of tho labor 
shortage be taken over by a royal 
commission appointed by tho govern- 
ment, and it Is this resolution which 
will form the text of the speakers. 
While giving the Board of Trade all 
credit for having started the investi- 
gation, the association is unwilling 
that it should remain In the hands of 
that body, ami will probably make a 
resolution to that effect. 

As to tlie Immigration policy of the 
government, some difference of opinion 
exists among tlie various members of 
the two bodies, and the debate prom- 
ises to be a lively one. Many oC -the 
laboring men of tlie city think that 
there Is no necessity for importing 
working men into the province, and 
deprecate the arrangement made by 
the government with tlie Salvation 
Army. Others favor this plan. Some 
resolution hearing on the matter will 
In all probability be passed by the 
meeting. 



STREET SPRINKLING 

City Wants Tenders for the Oporation 
of Three Carts 

Tenders were called today for the 
sprinkling of the city streets during 
the coming dry season. In view of 
the fact that the council is this year 
somewhat later than usual in taking 
this action, City Assessor NorthcOtt 
has been forced to cul down the time 
for the receiving of tenders to live 
days, and all wishing to figure on the 
work are required to have tholr appli- 
cations in by Monday. 

The city owns four watering carts, 
and teams are required for all of them. 
Three require two horses each, while 
the remaining one takes a slnglo ani- 
mal. According to the terms, the con- 
tractor awarded the job will be called 
upon to supply the horses at any hour 
of the day or night that the city may 
wish. Payment will be calculated upon 
a per hour basis, 

The work of the city in keeping the 
dust laid on the streets will be much 
lessened this year, as a large part of 
it will bo done by the B. C. Kloctrle 
Railway company. The railway com- 
pany has purchased a large electrical 
sprinkler and this will do much to- 
wards watering all tlie streets on 
which the cars run. The railway com- 
pany's sprinkler wdll bo similar to 
those in use in all largo cities, and of 
the samo pattern as the one recently 
secured for Vancouver. It consists of 
a large water tank upon an ordinary 
car, tho sprinkling apparatus being so 
arranged as to scatter the water on 
the tracks and for some distance to 
tho left. By this arrangement the 
space between the tracks and the 
street for some distance on either side 
Is watered, one side being treated on 
each journey of the car.

Reports 
from the stundlng committees came In 
as follows: 

1. Woman's Building— Preliminary 
meeting was held on March 7tli at 
whloh Mrs. Day, Mrs. Hasell, (con- 
vener), and fourteen delegates were 
present. It was suggested that advice 
bo sought from men of position and 
authority regarding the best way to 
set about tho promulgation of this 
scheme, which should have a sound 
business basis, and be made at least 
a self-supporting, If not a paying, con- 
cern. Great interest was being shown 
in tho matter, but it remained to be 
seen whether this would materialize 
into practical financing. The question 
of site was discussed and the wholo 
matter referred to a committee of en- 
quiry, a large general meeting to be 
called as soon as convenient. 

2. Emigration. — -Miss Crease report- 
ed that she had had a very encourag- 
ing interview with Hon. Mr. Tatlow 
and found that the Provincial Bureau 
of Emigration was quite ready to co- 
operate with this committee In tho 
matters. Il was expected that some 
definite Information would be received 
when General Booth and Mr. Coombes 
visit Victoria, about March 29th. A 
correction \\;as made as to fares, which 
will not bd $39, as previously and 
erroneously stated, but Jtl'B. The $39 
would bring Immigrants to Quebec 
only. 

3. Saloons. — Mrs. Andrews reported 
that the Citiaens' League and the 
pastors were all interested in this ef- 
fort and suggested that a special com- 
mittee interview the aldermen con- 
cerning the by-law at present before 
tho Council. If the bylaw carried all 
points contained in the F. L. C. W.'s 
resolution would bo covered. The- fol- 
lowing committee were appointed to 
take immediate action: Mesdames 
Day, Perrin, Spofford, and W. Grant. 

4. Patent Medicines — Committee to 
continue their efforts and to follow up 
tiie abuse. 

5. Boys carrying firearms. — Mr. 
Lontosty, secretary of the Game Club, 
was interviewed and said that the club 
had petitioned the government In a 
similar manner to the resolution of 
the L. C. W. The L. C. VV. to co- 
operate and send in petition to Legis- 
lative Committee. A remonstrance was 
directed sent to the National Council 
on tho failure to duly publish the year 
book, as such delay Is productive of 
much lack of Information and lack of 
Interest to both local councils and to 
those interested In the work of the 
organization. Mrs. Arbuckle reported 
for the Society of the Prevention of 
Cruelty to Animals that good work 
was being done, but that funds wore 
badly needed. It was proposed to form 
"Bands of Mercy" In connection with 
tills work. Mrs. Andrews informed the 
Council that the Young Women's 
Christian Association was again upon,! 
in rooms over the C. P. R. offices In 
lower Port street. She asked the in- 1 
terest and assistance of the Council 1 
and of all women in this effort and I 
especially that they become "sustain- j 
ing members." Tin- rooms will be 
formaly opened on Saturday afternoon I 
next, when visitors are cordially In-! 
vlted. '

drop, as the demand for men will not 
be so great as at present, and many 
will remain idle or accept a lower 
wage. 

The lumber mills are crowded with 
orders but cannot deliver the lumber. 

The question Is, where are the cars? 
A large number of them are said to be 
on sidetracks stretched across the 
continent. One not conversant with 
the subject would naturally ask why 
they were not got out of thorn and 
started rolling. One reason advanced 
is that there is only a limited number 
of locomotives and a limited number 
of men to run them, for engine drivers 
are scarce as well as nil other skilled 
laborers In Canada. 

Again, an enormous number of cars 
are needed to supply the big coal 
shortage. One interested millman said 
ho knew positively that a thousand a 
flay could be used for this purpose, 
anil that although five hundred a day 
had been pressed into service to re- 
lieve the tie-up, the supply of cars had 
gone down so low a! one time that 
there was not more than enough to 
last two or three days in British Col- 
umbia. 

These condltions : of course tie up an 
enormous amount Of money, and the 
banks, governing themselves accord- 
ingly, have adopted a conservative 
policy In othor directions, cutting out 
their line of credit in all cases where 
the money is not required for ordinary 
business.

: Government Makes Important Changes 
in Regulations 

i Ottawa, .March 12.— The govern- 
ment has made an Important change 
in the matter of the regulations gov- 
erning the acquirement of coal-bearing 
I lands In the west still under govom- 
S ment control with a view to preventing 
I any further alienation of the western 
coal areas to the absolute control of 
private parties ttnd also with a view 
to securing a prompt development of 
all the further areas opened to private 
enterprise instead of having them held 
merely for speculative purposes by 
purchasers who have no Intention of 
making actual developments. Here- 
after, according to an order-ln r council 
passed on Saturday last, the govern- 
ment will only lease the rights to 
mine coal on all lands still comprising 
crown domain In the west. 

ft is believed that as much coal- 
bearing land remains still under 
government control in Alberta, Sas- 
katchewan .and In the Peace River 
district as has been already alienated. 
It Is proposed that hereafter a twenty- 
one yenr lease be granted to private 
Individuals wishing to get control of 
the coal-bearing lands and that an 
annual rental be charged therefor by 
the government. This rental will 
probably be $1 per acre, and the lease 
will have to be taken for a minimum 
area. This minimum area will, it la 
said, be about 2,500 acres, so that tho 
amount rental cannot bo less than 
$2,500. This will Insure prompt devel- 
opment and meet the objections as to 
speculators holding coal lauds for a 
raise.

This step has been taken at the al- 
most unanimous request of the bar of 
the province, and it Is understood also 
that representations of a confidential 
nature have been made by some of 
the judges as lo tho present unsatis- 
factory state of affairs regarding the 
distribution of Judicial duties. At the 
present time, in many cases, sittings 
of the Supreme court have to be sus- 
pended while the Full court is in ses- 
sion, and litigants in other places than 
that in which the latter Is being held, 
uro thus subjected to great Inconveni- 
ence. With the creation of another 
court, the time of which would be 
wholly taken up with the hearing of 
appeals, tho Supreme court Judges 
would be able to devote their whole 
attention to ihe hearing of chamber 
applications, motions in court and 
trials. Certain matters would, us the 
County Court Act at present requires, 
come before the Supreme court on ap- 
peal, but the number of such cases Is 
very light, and would not interfere 
perceptibly with the regular duties of 
tho judges. 

Although much speculation has been 
indulged In as to the number of judges 
that would form the Appeal court, and 
Its personnel, it may be stated that 
nothing dellnlte has been decided in 
Lhe matter. 

It Is expected that the bill creating 
the provincial university will be Intro- 
rly next week. The govern- 
In possession of all the infor- 
mation available on the subject, and 
the provincial secretary is at present 
engaged on looking into the matter 
and settling the terms of n draft bill 
for submission to the executive coun- 
cil.

Under 
clause a, "any necessary or customary 
work hi connection with divine worship, 
the note Is appended; "namely, that of 
clergymen, caretakers, choristers. etc." 
Clause b, "work for the relief of sick- 
ness nnd suffering, including the sale of 
drugs, medicines and surgical appliances 
by retail," hits under It: "'For example, I 
the work of physicians, nurses, iiinbulunce 
corps, rescuers." i[t would not Include 
the work of a dentist, unless the work 
was for the relief of sickness and suffer- 
ing." .Manufacturing and repairing of | 
teeth would not he Included. Note that 
the drugglist can ouly s»ll drugs and medi- 
cines— nothing else—and these only when 
wanted ou the Lord's iDay for the "ro- 
ller of sickness and suffering." He can- 
not sell cigars, drinks, stamps, magazines, 
etc Neither can these or other thing be 
sold In hotels under nnv circumstances.

Ricliard Bromwell Falls from Raft j 22 
and Sinks in l-akc 

Further details of the drowning ac-

It is thought that in falling he must 
have struck Ids head on the pole, as 
when the body was recovered the fore- 
head was bruised.

At any 
rate he sunk almost ' Immediately, anil 
when recovered was quite dead.

About 4:25 o'clock this morning a 
freight train eastbound entered on the 
bridge, hut, had not got further than 
the second pier when it suddenly gave 
way. Before the engineer, fireman, or 
a brakerrjan on the front part of the 
train could renll/.e what hud happen- 
ed, the bridge went down, carrying the 
engine, trainmen and five freight cars 
with It. So rapidly had Deer creek 
risen during the night that it had 
attained a height of .10. feet instead of 
the normal from four to six feet.

AN ADDRESS ON 
CANADA'S FUTURE 



Prof. Shortt Argues Logic of Past 
Involves Future Control of 
Foreign Relations

lu a carefully-reasoned address, I'rof. 
Adam Shortt, of Queen's University, Kings- 
ton, outlined the present nnil .future of 
Canudii'ij relations to the .Empire and the 
rest of tlio world before the Canadian Cltfb 
yesterday, says the Montreal Gazette of 
Tuesday lust. The general trend of his 
argument was thai in the irresistible evo- 
lution of affairs Canada would inevitably 
gain more and more independence In her 
relations with other nations, Just as In the 
past she hail gained In Independence In 
dealing with her own domestic concerns. 
I'rof. Shortt's speech was listened to with 
teen Interest by a lur};e attendance, and he 
was heartily applauded as he made the 
various points of his argument. 

Before the programme opened, (Mr. W. 
II. D. Miller moved that a special commit- 
tee of the Canadian club be appointed to 
co-operate with other associations In erect- 
ing a suitable memorial to the heroism of 
Miss Maxwell. This was seconded by Mr. 
A. Chaput. 

Mr. lioswel! Fisher, however, desired to 
enlarge the scope of the resolution. He 
remarked that from the newspaper reports, 
it was evident that Miss Keyos had dis- 
played equal courage with .Mlis Maxwell lu 
rescuing the children from the tire at 
Hochclnga, although, fortunately, she did 
not Ins,, her life. Me, therefore, suggested 
In amendment that the club should join In 
simp suitable reward to Miss Keyes and any 
other teacher al the ill-fated school who 
might be found to have enhlblted similar 
bravery.

President iBeulInc then introduced the 
speaker of the day. In order, said I'rof. 
Shortt. to consider Canada's future foreign 
relations, it was necessary first to consider 
her past history, that the experiences of 
yesterday might govern the activities of 
tomorrow. Our external relations were en- 
tirely bound up with out realization of self- 
governoment with responsible government. 

Proceeding, lie traced the growth of Can- 
ada's responsible self-government from the 
Introduction of the Constitutional Act In 
1791. The evolution, be remarked. Involv- 
ed such crises as the rebellion of ISi7, but 
there was no break in Its steady develop- 
ment. 

"The fundamental assumption upon which 
1 proceed," continued I'rof. Shortt, "Is that 
this country has determined to work out 
Its own development and experiments on 
thin North American Continent Independent- 
ly of any other power on the continent." 
(Applause.) "We are facing an Important 
development, a development which none of 
us can dare attempt to deilne, but It must 
come In its own way and time, with the 
development of commerce and population. 

"And not only do we Intend to develop 
ourselves with Independence on this conti- 
nent, but I assume that we Intend to main- 
tain the closest relations with nil that 
stands for the rtrlllsh Empire. And only 
lu a secondary degree with other develop- 
ments of the Anglo-Saxon people." Ap- 
plause.) 

Ab to tire significance of present condi- 
tions with regard to our future external de- 
velopment, I'rof. Shortt said it depended 
n good deal upon tl;<9 British usage of the 
custom of constitution alongside the letter 
of the constitution. As u result of this 
British practice of retaining ancient writ- 
ten forms, but 'practicing modem customs, 

they had I n able to retain Kiug. Lords 

and Commons In its traditional form* of 
government and society while still develop- 
ing towards a government of the people by 
the people. The letter remained the same, 
but the spirit of the nation and its govern- 
ment grew with, tlie progress of civilisation. 
In this peaceful evolution the British Sov- 
ereign had saved his life by losing It. He 
bad acquiesced In the change, and had by 
his own Initiative n retimed a new phase, 
which, while avoiding the responsibility for 
party measures, bad preserved the great 
charncterlstles of the Kingly leader. And. 
It, this, i'rof, Shortt paid it warm eulogy 
to the hvthieiiee of ivlng, Edward on the 
civilization of the world, which evoked 
warm cheers from Ills hearers.

The beginnings of this were shown In the 
lutcruutlouul 'Waterwarys Commission, 
which in its work contravened the jotter of 
the constitution, but followed Its spirit, and 
led to further advancus along the same line. 
The .British Ambassador at Washington 
hud accented this nrluelple, mid hud also 
accepted certain hints from Ottawa, 
prepared to see that the letter of the 
stltutlou was made lo harmonize with the 
spirit— and It was and would be done.

This whole 
trend to proceed rather by development 
than by written constitution was exempli- 
fied by the colonial conferences, which 
reached conclusions which did not hav 
he bound in treaties, but were gradually 
adopted In each colony and the lEJinpire

P The question of what was to -become of 
sovereignty was solved by the experiences 
of Australia, tlie United States and Canada, 
where the division of authority hud been 
made lietween federal and provincial gov 
ernments, and finally solved us the expres 
slon of the will of the people. And not 
only was this confined to the will of the 
people of one nation, but there was rapidly 
developing an international public opinion, 
es was shown at the Algecirns convention, 
where the effects of International opinion 
had been most effectively shown in the 
way In which Germany bad been treated, 
and had since accepted the universal ver- 
dict, bv working through her press and of- 
ficial publications to assure the world that 
she was not seeking self-aggrandizement or 
war. (Applause.) ,, 

"The logic of our past solf-govcrnmcut, 
concluded Prof. Shortt, "implies future con- 
trol of our international relations under 
the conditions I have Indicated. I have, 
therefore, to this audience or picked minds 
thrown out the Idea how this may be real- 
ized without any real break or change In 
the letter <tf our present relationship with 
any other foreign country, and particularly 
with our real relationship with the British 
Empire." (Applause.)

GERMAN NAVY USELESS 

That Empire Could Not Fight at Sea 
Before 1920 

London, March 12. — Tho Berlin cor- 
respondent Of the Express says that 
Germany dare nut even think of fight- 
ing a naval war before 1920. This, ho 
adds, is the verdict of the great Ger- 
man iiaval expert, Count Reventlow, on 
the country's much vaunted fleet. 

Count Reventlow has nothing' but 
praise for the officers and men of the 
German navy, but he condemns many 
of the battleships as unseaworthy and 
obsolete. Seventeen Gorman battle- 
ships, which figure as formidable 
lighting units In all navy lists, are 
floating coffins, the use of which In 
war would only mean the sacrifice of 
their gallant crews. Count Reventlow 
gives the names of the seventeen ships 
which he includes In this class of 
flouting coffins, He points out that 
the construction of new and more effi- 
cient battleships is proceeding so 
slowly that thirteen years will pass 
before Germany can contemplate the 
possibility of a nnval war with equan- 
imity. The ships which Count Re- 
ventlow condemns are eight const de- 
fence vessels, four ships of the 
Sachsen class, and the ships of the 
Oldenburg and Brandenburg classes. 
One Dreadnaught, ho declares, could 
face all these simultaneously find put 
them out of action without great dllll- 
culty. 



An Ottawa special to tho Toronto 
Mail and Empire, dated March 5th 
says: The most interesting feature 
of tho debate In committee of ways 
and means on the tariff changes was 
In connection with tho duties on sug- 
ar. The minister of finance made an 
an important announcement of an al- 
teration to encourage the cultivation 
of beets by farmers. Under existing 
conditions factories which are engaged 
In the malting of beet sugar can only 
be kept going for about two months 
In the year, so the minister of llnance 
proposes that those establishments 
shall be allowed to bring In from for- 
eign countries, under the British pref- 
erential rates, two pounds of raw beet 
sugar for every one pound of the ar- 
ticle made from Canadian-grown boots 
Such a step, he thinks, will lead to en- 
couragement in Canada of the growth 
of the beet — a prolltable industry — as 
tho manufacturers will want to use as 
many Canadian beets as possible so as 
to avail themselves of the advantage 
of bringing in imported raw beet 
sugar. The system will only last (or 
threo years. 

On the discussion on the item con- 
cerning timothy and clover, Mr. Cock- 
shutt (Brantford) inquired whether 
any supervision is kept over this class 
of seeds when brought into tho coun- 
try, and whether they are subject to 
the control of the Seeds act. He un- 
derstood some of these seeds were not 
up to the mark.

Change in Duty on Tomatoes 
Mr. Fielding announced' a change In 
regard to the duty on tomatoes, an 
item which caused somo debate when 
last before the house. As amended 
the article ' will have to come in at 
20 per cent preferential, 127 l-U Inter- 
mediate, and 30 per cent general, ad 
valorem, .Instead of 50 cents, 65 cents, 
and 75 cents per 100 pounds. 
The Item as amended passed. 
In regard to the duties on sugar 
Mr. Fielding explained that there was 
no change in the duty on refined sugar 
except that the duty on packages con- 
taining imported refined sugar was 
abolished, equivalent to a reduction of 
1 1-2 cents per hundred pounds on re- 
llned sugar imported. On raw sugar 
the tariff as first brought before the 
house provided for an Increase of 7 1-3 
cents per 100 pounds preferential, but 
in the opinion of tho rellners this was 
an additional burden. Therefore the 
proposed duty had been reduced from 
34 cents to 311-2 cents per 100 pounds 
preferential, or 4 5-6 cents on the tarlff| 
as ilrst brought down. For sugar tost- 1 
lng 100 degrees the duty would be, 
56 1-2 cents, as against S4 cents, a 
difference of 27 1-2 cents per 100 
pounds. 

Duties on Beet Sugar 

Being called upon by Mr, Foster 
(North Toronto) for a general ex- 
planation In regard to the subject of 
tlie duties on sugar, Mr. Fielding made 
an announcement in regard to the dut- 
ies on beet sugar. An important 
change had been decided upon. It was 
claimed that the cultivation of the 
beet was a very profitable one for 
farmers, who were anxious that the 
Industry should remain with them. 
The Industry was at present under a 
great disadvantage, inasmuch as the 
manufactories dealing with the beets 
converted the beet juice direct to gran- 
ulated sugar, and therefore these fac- 
tories could only he kept at work for 
two or three months during the time 
the beets were being brought In from 
the farmers. There was no interme- 
diate process, and therefore the gov- 
ernment proposed a scheme to assist 
in an intermediate procass and there- 
by encourage the farmers In produc- 
ing beet crops in Canada. It was In- 1

London, March 18. — Socialism suf- 
fered a decisive and overwhelming 
defeat at the hands of the London 
electors. The result of the county 
council election is the choice of 7 
Reformers, 30 Progressives and three 
Laborites. The last council consisted 
of 83 Progressives, 34 Moderates (now 
culled Reformers), and one Indepen- 
dent. 

Never in a great community has 
there been such an extremo reversal 
of the popular will with regard to a 
party or policy. The Progressives 
have controlled London for eighteen 
years, since the creation of the county 
council. From the outset they have

The scheme was not so 
much In the interest of the refiner as 
of the farmer. 

Mr. Foster said the raising of the 
duly on raw sugar was tin increase 
which tho consumer must pay.

Consumer Will Pay Duty 
Mr. Foster reminded tho house that 
the very day the revised tariff was 
brought down the price of sugar went 
up ten cents per hundred. If the min- 
ister had the interests of tho con- 
sumer at heart, why did ho not reduce 
tho duty on the refined sugar and al- 
low raw augur to remain tho same? 
He emphasized the fact that the duty 
would have to be paid by the con- 
sumer.

ROAD FROM WINNIPEG 
TO DAWSON CITY 



An Extensive New Railway Which 
Will be Best Moneymaker 
in America 



Railway men returning from the 
West report that plans are being pre- 
pared for an extension of the Northern 
Pacific railway In a direct line from 
Winnipeg to Dawson City, says the 
Montreal Witness. At tho present time, 
they state, no fewer than eighteen sur- 
veying parties are scattered over the 
Intervening' country, and as soon as 
the route has been located, application 
for a charter will be made in another 
name. 

The proposed route will run north of 
the main line of the Canadian North- 
ern In almost a bee lino between Win- 
nipeg and Prince Albert. From tho 
latter place it will run northerly to 
Lessor Lake, and then another beo 
line will be made to Fort Nelson, 
through the rich Peace River country, 
and the minora! districts of northern 
British Columbia. Leaving Fort Nel- 
son, rather wild country is tapped, 
whicli is as yet little explored, and 
there the most difficult portion of the 
railway work begins, rocky passes, 
lakes, and sloughs Innumerable block- 
ing the way. 

"When the line Is accomplished, 
however," said an authority on tho 
matter, "It will beat every competitor 
as a money-maker, and as far as 
freight hauling Is concerned, will have 
no equal on the continent. 

"In the country to bo traversed set- 
tlers are already scattered over fully 
half tho distance, and many of these 
have now to haul their produce long 
distances to a railway. Reyond Lesser 
Slave Lake many rich coal, Iron, cop- 
per and oil deposits have been located, 
but It hns been Impossible to develop 
an}- of them because of the lack of 
transportation. In tho Peace River 
district thero are a number of Ameri- 
can settlers , engaged In farming, 
ranching, or trapping,' and whon the 
railway gets there this number will be 
vastly Increased. for It 'Is splendid 
agricultural land in that region. 

"Above and beyond nil this is, of 
course, the wonderful wealth of the 
Yukon. Not only will the new rail- 
way secure a large portion of the 
enormously growing trade In that 
country, but It will provide an over- 
land route without rival to a land 
which Is an empire In Itself. I refer 
to AInska. The Northern Pacific, I 
may add, Is one of tho lines controlled 
by Mr. J. J. Hill, and It Is . thought 
that the Canadian Xorthern is also 
Interested In tho project. This new line, 
I may tell you, will be ono of the 
greatest enterprises In Canada, for it 
will go from Winnipeg right through 
Northern Manitoba, and through the 
very heart of Saskatchewan and Al- 
berta, at present unserved by any rail- 
way."

merits of the oast. The oast Is differ- 
ent from the west, and in this prov- 
ince of ours our needs, both educa- 
tional and otherwise, are not those of 
the eastern provinces. The courses in 
our higher Institutions of learning 
must he adapted to the needs of the 
west." 

Trustee Huggett stated that the 
University sooiety of this city, of 
which H. I). Holmcken Is the secre- 
tary, and which includes many of the 
best ltnown men of this city, was 
working along the lines of his resolu- 
tion, and he moved that the matter 
he brought to the attention of the gov- 
ernment by a joint delegation consist-' 
ing of the members of the school 
board and a committee from the 
University society. In this way, he 
pointed out, the Interests both of the 
city and the province as a whole would 
he adequately represented. 

The resolution in full reads as fol- 
io w.s : . 
That whereas the proposed setting aside 
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The regular monthly meeting of the 
board of school trustees held last 
evening was marked by the introduc- 
tion of two pieces of business of con- 
siderable importance. In the iirst 
place the petition of the teachers of 
the city asking for a raise in their 
salaries was received, and virtually 
turned down, and in the second place 
a resolution recommending Important 
action in regard to the establishment 
of a provincial university was intro- 
duced by Trustee Huggett. Neither 
piece of business was disposed of at 
the meeting, the board deckling that 
both wore too important to he hastily 
dealt with. Both the salary question 
and Trustee Huggett's resolution will 
come up at a future meeting. 

The petition from the teachers ask- 
ing an Increase in their pay was the 
cause of some hot discussion before it 
\\ r as temporarily disposed of. Trustee 
Lewis opened up Hie deliberations by 
asking pointedly how many of the 
teachers whose nam«s Ilgured on the 
petition had received raises in the 
course of the current year. 

"1 see on the list," said he, "the 
signatures of several whose salaries I 
know to have been raised by the board 
since the beginning of the year. At 
the time they were pleased enough to 
get their raises, and made no com- 
plaints about the increases not being 
lurge enough. I notice that thoy give 
as their reason for presenting the pe- 
tition, the Increase In the cost of liv- 
ing. Surely it lutsn't increased so 
much since the beginning of the year 
as to necessitate a raise already. No, 
I think that the only reason of the 
teachers for sending in this petition 
is that they saw the Vancouver teach- 
ers getting a raise, and thought that 
thoy could get one, too. A hold-up Is 
what I call It." 

Trustee Lewis concluded by pointing 
out that the estimates for teachers' 
salaries had already been made out 
and presented' to the council, and that 
It was impossible to alter thorn at this 
late dtite. 

In answer to a question from Trus- 
tee Lewis as \o comparative rates of 
toaohers' salaries in this city and in 
Vancouver, Superintendent Eaton 
stated that the principals of the Van- 
couver schools and the teachers of tho 
High school were more highly paid 
than those In similar positions in this 
city. As to the general run of the 
teachers, he stated he had no infor- 
mation. - w j : - v 
Trustee Rlddell was in favor of giv- 
ing the request of the teachers more 
consideration than Trustee Lewis was 
willing to accord it. 

"There may be more in it than ap- 
pears at first glance," said he, "and if 
tholr claims are just, why we certain- 1 necessity' 
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ly ought to give them due considera- 
tion. " 

He accordingly moved that a special 
committee of the board be appointed 
to look into the matter and report at 
the next meeting of the hoard. 

To this Trustee Lewis objected. 
"When the salaries were revised at tho 
boginning of tho year," said he, "the 
board went over them carefully, and 
If I thought for a moment that the 
hoard as a whole couldn't do work of 
that sort every bit as well as a com- 
mittee, I wouldn't sit here for a mo- 
ment longer." 

Trustee Rlddell suggested that It 
would be possible to bring in a sup- 
plementary estimate should any raises 
be deemed necessary; but this, it was 
pointed out, would be hardly possible 
at this late date. 

On Trustee Riddell's amendment for. 
the appointment of a committee, being account 
put to the vote, a tie occurred, Trus- '

That other colleges be establish- 
ed In other parts of the province wherever 
ueeessary. to do n similar grade of work, 
and that all these colleges shall lie per- 
uicnently a part of the Provincial Univer- 
sity fiysteua. 

5. That all other university work, In- 
cluding courses in Medicine, Agriculture, 
etc.. he taken ns inucli ns possible hi one 
place, ami hi the •■Central University liulhl- 
lugs" when erected. 

0. That we urge upon the provincial 
government not only to set aside hinds as 
n source of endowment, but that each year 
a .substantial appropriation from the gen- 
eral revenue be not aside for the same 
purpose. 

Trustee Jay pointed out that the 
matter was somewhat too large to bo 
dealt with off-hand, and it wa: 
cordingly decided to lay it over 
future meeting, Trustee Huggett 
expressing his entire satisfaction a' 
this course.

WOULD HAMPER MINING 

Managing Director of Le Roi Mine on 
Lord's Day Act 

A. J. McMillan, managing director of the 
Le Roi mine, bun been In the city during 
the pus t few days, Interviewing members 
of the government in reference to mutters 
affecting the mining Industry. Concerning 
lb Lord's Day Act. Mr. McMillan stated 
that whilst ho was personally In favor of 
doing its little work us possible on -.Sunday, 
yet the Act us It stands Is not suited to con- 
ditions prevailing In British Columbia, and 
any attempt to enforce it would result. In 
very serious dislocation of large business 
interests. 

The Act might be suited to the require- 
ments l>( older communities, fiucli as On- 
tario or Manitoba, and yet be quite un- 
workable under the comparatively now nnu 
unsettled conditions existing in a mountain- 
ous country like British Columbia. That 
was particularly the case In the milling 
districts of the Interior, whore tho great 
majority of the people fell strongly that 
(he Act ought not to be enforced. Mr. 
McMillan suggests that it would be a good 
plan for the local government to look care- 
fully Into the whole question, mid give all 
those concerned, employers and employed 
alike, a chance to be heard before taking 
any decided action. 

Mr. McMillan, who returned from Eg- 
land to .Itossbmil about three weeks ago, 
says that Canada, owing to the great pros- 
perity prevailing In the Dominion, IB now 
looked upon with much favor In London, 
and that bolh men and money are begin- 
ning lo come this way. The movement of 
fetUers to ISrltlsh Columbia has been re- 
tarded, owing largely to the 'fact that 
while It cost a man about $21 to set from 
the Atlantic seaboard to Calgary, H etwt 
him an additional $215 to ,qet n thvouili 
ticket to the coast from the same starting 
point. This discrimination had quite re- 
cently been to some extent removed, and 
it ought to result in a doslrable class of 
settlers coming Into the province.

Dr, Carman's Career. 

Mr. Chester D. Massey, founder of 
the union, was introduced to speak of 
Dr. Carman.

A. and M.A., In later life receiving D 
D. from Victoria and LL.D. from 
Northwestern University, Chicago, Mr. 
Massey told how at tho age of twenty- 
two Dr. Carman became a master In 
the Grammar School at Dundas, thon 
accepted a professorship in mathe 
matics at Albert College, where he 
presently became principal. In 1875 he 
was elected a Bishop of the Methodist 
Episcopal Church In Canada. 

In 18S4, on the union of four church 
Into tho Methodist Church of Canada, 
Dr. Carman became one of the Gen- 
oral Superintendents, and later, on the 
death of Dr. Williams, the sole one, In 
which position he has evor since been 
retained. lie has been a fraternal dele 
gate to the Methodist Episcopal 
Church of tho United States, both from 
the Methodist Church and from the 
Methodist Episcopal Church and from 
the Methodist Church, also to the 
Wesleyan Church In England, and In 
1881 ho was a delegate to the Ecu- 
menical Conference at London. 

Mr. Massey described Dr. Carman as 
"a man of many capacities, a man nf 
nil work," and paid a tribute to his 
eourago of convictions, his fear of no 
man, his peerless administration, his 
leadership in all good causes, and his 
able preaching. "Wo honor you," said 
he in conclusion, "and express our 
gratitude to God for His mercies to 
you, not forgetting the amiable com- 
panion and helpmeet who lias for 
forty-soven years stood beside you, 
and wo pray Cod to spare you and 
yours for many years yet to glorify 
Him in earthly service." 

Dr. Carman's Reply. 
Dr. Carman In reply expressed his 
"gratitude to God our Father, and to 
tho Lord Christ our Saviour, and to j 
tho blessed Spirit our Guide." "Is It 1 
any great thing," he asked, "that a 
man should live through tho years 
when he has the overshadowing and 
encircling and underglrdlng of the 
Divine Providence, and God gives 
abundant grace and shelters him In 
the discharge of duty?" He voiced 
his gratitude also to his many friends, 
who had taken so much trouble to 
givo kindly expression to tholr feel- 
ing for him. Of his fellow-laborers 
who came Into the Methodist Church 
from the other churches — the Bible. 
Christian, Primitive Methodist, New 
Connexion, Methodist Episcopal, and 
Wesloyan — how many had passed on 
before! — the venerated Rice, tho cap- 
able and noble Williams, glorious 
men of Gcd gone to their rest. That 
union of 1884 had boon of unques- 
tionable blessing to Methodism and tho 
cause of God throughout tho land. 

"If there Is anything this poor spirit 
has done," said tho doctor, referring 
to himself, "It has boon over to bo 
faithful to well-ascertained principles, 
to learn the foundations of things." 
All his training had Incited him to 
deal with principles. These moral 



and spiritual forces would ultimately 
prevail, If it took a thousand years. 
Ho trusted that "with Increased fideli- 
ty, deeper humility, greater zeal and 
more abounding love he might prose- 
cuto the way in tho interests of 
Methodism." 

Friends for Fifty Yoars. 
Mr. Richard Brown Introduced as "a 
Methodist of the Methodists, a class 
loader of tho class loaders," spoke with 
kindly playfulness of his "Brother 
Potts," whom he had known for well 
on to fifty years, nnd whom it seemed 
God had designed to ho a Methodist 
preacher. Had he chosen another 
caroer, ho would surely have risen to 
a very high place, perhaps Premier or 
Lieutenant-Governor, but It was a 
greater honor to be a Methodist 
preacher. 

In 1865 John Potts had been ap- 
pointed to the Yorkvllle circuit, and 
had to change once a Sabbath with 
tho "North" circuit (Elm street). On 
this vory day, the 5th of March, thirty 
years ago, Mr. Brown had been 
chairman at a social meeting In Elm 
Street Church, where the speakers 
were Dr. Potts, Dr. Rverson, Dr. Doug- 
Ins, Dr. Rice, Dr. Rose, Dr. Dewart, 
and Rev. T. W. Jeffery, all fathers of 
Methodism. Dr. Potts' wonderful work 
In Hamilton, In Montreal, and in the 
Metropolitan Church was well known, 
he would mention what came under 
his own notice, tho courage of his con- 
victions, the kindly hearty sympathy 
shown In personal affliction. It was 
a great pleasure to have Dr. Potts with 
them. In spite of recent poor health. 
Ho hoped that the doctor would bo 
spared many years, the Church needed 
him. Might ho "live as long as bo 
wants, and nevor want so long as he 
lives." 

Half Century Retrospect. 

Dr. Potts was greeted, like Dr. Car- 
man, with enthusiastic applause on 
rising to reply. He could not think of 
the past fifty years without thinking 
of men and measures. Of the ' men 
who were his colleagues in former 
days he referred to the three RyCrsons 
—William, John nnd Egerton — Enoch 
Wood, , Samuel Dwlght Rice, John 
Douse, Samuel Rose, Ephralm B. 
Harper, James Elliott, William Morley 
Punshon, Lachlln Taylor. George 
Douglas. Charles Lavell, three of his 
superintendents, James Cairipball, Wil- 
liam MacFadden and Richard Jones. 
"We have suffered." exclaimed Dr. 
Potts, "by placing miniature young 
men In charge of circuits instead of 
having them curates for a while under 
the direction of strong mon!"—-nnd 
among his clnssmateS,- "AlaxsWlnr 
Langford, who two months ago cele- 
brated his jubilee In Stratford,. T. W; 
Jeffery, and John Shaw. 

Among the important measures of 
fifty years Dr. Pott's enumerated .the 
union of tho New Connexion of the 
Maritime Provinces and the Wesleyan 
body In Upper Canada; the second 
union, "a union of God, followed by 
unmistakable tokens of Divine favor," 
and now a third question of union, 
with "a little modest courting going 
on — ho hoped there would bo lots of 
courting, he had no word against the 
marriage If the courting was all It 
ought to be"; then tho admission of 
lay delegates; collego federation; fed- 
eration of the Provinces, "for Method- 
Ism recognizes statesmanship as well 
as Church." "Think," ho exclaimod, 
"of the growth, think of the outlook! 
He was an old fashioned Methodist, but 
still he kept his eyes open. There was 
more applied Christianity to-day than 
ever before, and more of it In the 
Methodist Church, nnd a still more 
glorious future beforo us. This was 
the first Jubilee service In "connection 
with Toronto Methodism. Dr Suther- 
land had had his up in Bnrrle In con- 
nection with the Toronto Conference. 
But in the next ten years we should 
hnvo a great many jubilees in To- 
ronto; and this social union had been 
a power for good in Toronto." 

Tho banquet was closed with tho 
doxnlogy and the benediction by the 
General Superintendent.

GROCERS' GUILD 
AIRS COMPLAINTS 



Wholesalers Denounce Action of 
Both Governments — Want 
Commission Appointed 



The Toronto Mall and Empire in ita 
issue of Wednesday, March 6th, had 
the following: Representatives from 
every quurter of Canada were present 
in the board room of the Board of 
Trade yesterday afternoon at the an- 
nual meeting of the Dominion Whole- 
sale Grocers' Guild. The president, Mr. 
Albert Herbert, of Montreal, occupied 
the chair, 

Among tho resolutions adopted, the 
following were of most iniportanco: — 

"That the position of the Ontario 
and Federal Governments in connec- 
tion with tho prosecution of the whole- 
sale grocery trade of tho Dominion of 
Canada, for alleged conspiracy and il- 
legal combination, Is a most unjust and 
unwarranted proceeding." 

Notwithstanding repeated sugges- 
tions for the appointment of a com- 
mission to intelligently and without 
political bias to make a study of trade 
conditions, no action haa been taken 
by tho government. 

Through the attitude of the govern- 
ment In permitting Crown attorneys to 
carry on wholesale prosecutions with- 
out evidence beyond the possible and 
doubtful difference of opinion as to the 
meaning of the word "unduly," the 
trade lias been put to an expense of 
several thousand dollars In defending 
their right to existence. 

.By reason of erroneous, Ignorant nnd 
deliberately false statements, manu- 
facturers have Jjecn threatened with 
extinction and merchants with line 
and imprisonment for fair and reason- 
able efforts they might make in com- 
mon to protect their Investments. 

"That the Dominion government be 
again reciuestod to deal with trade 
conditions In a manner that will fairly 
protect capital and encourage the com- 
merce of the country on a sound, hon- 
est financial basis." 

"That tho Dominion Government de- 
lino the meaning of tho word 'unduly' 
(If It Is their intention to leavo same 
In the Criminal Code), without putting 
tho trade to the expense of unreason- 
able court proceedings." 

"That the Ontario and Federal Gov- 
ernments be. requested to reimburse the 
wholesale grocers the costs they have 
incurred by reason of the unwarranted 
notion with the consent of tho Crown."

"James 1" Says He Is Willing 
for Federal Authorities to 
Take It Over 



■Minneapolis, March 12.— .Tamos J. Hill 
president of the Great Northern railroad, 
testifying before the Sand bury legislative 
committee, today declared without qualifi- 
cation that hi' would lie only too willing 
to have tho Catted States government 
take over his road. He stated further 
that If the government .should go Into 
the railroad .business, It would lie nothing 
short of a lottery, and the country would 
us u matter of fact, have an "elephant" 
ou its 'hands. 

"Then," said ho, "the government would 
ho obliged to engage lii another lottery 
to get rid of tho elephant. " 

"Why do you tay that?" nsltod Attor- 
ney James Manuhan, for the committee 
which In trying to ascertain the cost of 
the railroads In tho suite. 

"J make the assertion because It Is 
true," said .Mr. Mill. "If tho government 
had charge of all tho railroads in the 
country, congress would be kept busy 
mi.king appropriations night and day anil 
the districts witli poor reprosontatlon nnd 
scarce population would he loft In the 
lurch. This would moan that the dis- 
tricts in question would go to seed a« far 
ns tho railroads aro concerned, find that 
t lie railroads would got rusty, figurative- 
ly speaklnk, and become less and loss 
valuable." 

Attorney Mnnnhnn asked Mr. Hill what 
It would cost tin.' government to secure 
control of tho Groat .Northern. The wit- 
ness replied It would cost more than $40,- 
000 Tier mile to "reproduce" the firoat 
Northern, not counting expensive terminals, 
docks nnd other property. Counting nil 
of the property, ho said, it would he about 
?M1.(K>0 per mile to "reproduce" the road. 

Mr. Mill used the word "reproduce" 
guardedly not admitting that he would 
sell 111* road for only $40,000 or $(10,000 
per mile.

Captain Struve Reported in Dangerous 
Condition at Seattle 

Captain Harry Struve hns arrived at 
Seattle from California, suffering from 
a paralytic .stroke. He Is weak and 
unable to move without assistance. 

Captain Struve lias had a wide and 
varied career. He was master of a 
blockade-running steamer during tho 
Russo-Japanese war, and toward tho 
close of tho war his vessel was cap- 
tured by the Japanese. He was second 
officer of the transport Hancock dur- 
ing tho trouble between the United 
States and Spain. In 1807 be joined 
the Klondike stampede and was ono 
of tho tlrst men to "mush" over tho 
"dead horse trail" to Bennett.

The above note, written In boyish 
handwriting on a small piece of pa- 
per, obviously torn from a notebook, 
was picked up In a floating bottle at 
English bay, and was forwarded to 
Superintendent Hussey of the provin- 
cial police. It was seemingly a hoax, 
but the police officer was unwilling 
to take chances of its being a gen- 
uine distress message, and Constable 
W. Lumly of Salt Spring was ordered 
to investigate. 

Constable Burnley has reported to 
the superintendent of provincial po- 
lice to the effect that ho made a search 
of all the uninhabited islands in the 
district, going by a small launch. On 
Ragged Island, Narrow Island and Se- 
cret Island he made a close search, but 
on all he failed to find any mark to 
show that anyone had recently landed 
or been on the islands. Fishermen he 
found are constantly engaged In near- 
by waters and it would not be diffi- 
cult lor anyone left on any of tho isles 
under the predicament of the supposed 
marooned man to make his presence 
known to them within a short time. 
Moreover, Constable Bumly says It Is 
highly improbable that any bottle 
message floated from Islands near Salt 
Spring would drift In a northerly di- 
rection to English bay across tho 
Craser river current, particularly when 
It Is considered that all other floating 
matter drifts southward toward Cal- 
lano iHlanft.

London, March C. — At tho anual 
meeting today of tho Bank of British 
North America tho chairman Bald the 
Increased profits had arisen from the 
prosperity of the Dominion of Canada 
which had continued with tho steady 
and irresistible lmpulso of a great 
growing nation. It would be neces- 
sary, he added, to Improve and onlargu 
somo of the existing promises as they 
could not keep step with -the wonderful 
progress of tho country. 

The report for the year was adopted. 

For tho half year a dividend of 30s. 
and a bonus of 10s. per shnre has been 
declared, representing a i per cent dis- 
bursement for the half year, and a 7 
per cent dividend for tho entire fiscal 
year of 190G. 

The profits of the entire fiscal year 
of lflOG, as shown in these columns 
early last month, amounted to 
approximately $795,570, or 15.91 per 
cent earned on the capital stock. In 
tho year 1905 tho earnings totaled only 
$466,466, the Increase, therefore, be- 
ing over 70 per cent. 

For tho first six months of 1900, tho 
earnings wore $300,570, and in the sec- 
ond period $195,000, the smaller Bum 
(although a matter of $138,000 in cx- 
ocsH of tho' corresponding period of 
1904), being nccounted for by the 
losses entailed at San Francisco dur- 
ing tho terrible earthquake of the 
spring last year. 

For the fiscal year of 1900 dividends 
at tho rate of 7 per cent were dis- 
bursed. The reaervo fund will now 
amount to $2,241,233, or 44. SO per cont 
of the paid up capital stock.
